T H E “ FIGHTING EDGE” 
N otw ithstanding It takes a slap 
a t o u r old friend, Theodore Roosevelt 
who. by the w’ay, is reported to have 
lately retu rn ed from abroad, we con­ 
fess to a profound interest in th e fol­ 
low ing from an eastern ^exchange: 


‘ Before S enator Depew spoke, verv 
respectable au th o rity 
had 
declared 
th a t th e w ar with Spain w’as needless, 
for we m ight have obtained by nego­ 
tiatio n all th a t are got by fighting. 
T h at the Spanish governm ent, w ith 
gentle handling, would have arran g ­ 
ed for a peaceful evacuation of Cuba 
and P orto Rico seem s probable. B ut 
an excited 
public 
opinion sw ept 
P resident M cKinley into w ar whereby 
we gained not only the su rren d er of 
Cuba and Porto Rico, but th a t delec­ 
tab le possession, the Philippine Is­ 
lands, to say nothing of m any tom b­ 
stones in the national cem etery a t 
A rlington and elsew here. 
‘'T his has been declared before, 
hut the S enator's statem en t comes 
opportunely, because we have been 
hearing again about the necessity of 
preserving the stern er virtues and 
th e ‘fighting edge.* It m ay be tru e 
th a t a nation which is unw illing to 
fig h t under any circum stances is lost; 
but ag ainst th a t set th e staggering 
losses, in th e last fifteen hundred 
years, th a t have arisen through na­ 
tional w illingness to fight. If the 
U nited States, traditionally peaceful, 
rushed into a needless w ar as re­ 
cently as 1898 it does not seem th a t 
th e w estern world has reached 
a 
point w here anybody 
need 
w orry 
ab out a decay of national belliger­ 
ency. 
The danger is still on the o th­ 
er side. W hat we really need to cul­ 
tiv ate and be instructed about is th# 
m ilder virtues and national w illing­ 
ness to reaso n .” 


The “ fig h tin g edge’* stood th is n a ­ 
tion. when it was “ in th e m aking,” 
in good stead. Indeed, and to its 
keenness we owe th a t g reat in stitu ­ 
tion, the republican form of govern­ 
m ent. In the civil war th e “fighting 
edge” may have been overw hetted in 
th e south, b ut the in terests of lib­ 
erty would have suffered had not the 
north draw n and wielded its “ fight­ 
ing edge.” W e a re prepared to ac­ 
cept w ithout hesitation the assertion 
th a t, if not actually a m istake, the 
‘‘fighting edge” was too hastily un­ 
sheathed in th e case of th e Spanish 
w ar, an attem p t to av ert which would 
not have reflected upon th e national 
honor and m ight have attain ed the 
hum ane end finally achieved, and we 
subscribe w ithout reserve to the th e­ 
ory th s t we have reached th a t stage 
of 
civilization 
th a t should afford 
a m eans of settlin g in tern atio n al dis­ 
putes qu ite as efficacious as w ar and 
less costly and tragic. B ut th a t is a 
condition th a t 
can 
only come by 
agreem ent am ong the powers, and 
th e folly of such a pact leaving out a 
single nation strong enough in m od­ 
ern arm am en t to w hip a self-disarm ­ 
ed w orld— and it would n o t tak e th e 
biggest of them — is apparent. So long 
as w ar Is possible, we m ust be p repar­ 
ed to protect the citizen whose alle­ 
giance is based upon the theory th a t 
governm ent is a source of protection 
for individual rights w ithin the do­ 
m ain and ag ain st hostile Invasion 
from w ithout. D oubtless we w ere in 
e rro r in the Spanish w ar, and it Is 
possible th a t our attitu d e in th e Mex­ 
ican w ar was n ot above criticism , 
b u t had we lacked th e “ fighting
